1  he  Asscx'iation  is  general,  not  con- 
flii'-d  to  any  particular  place,  person  or 
nation,  but  t-xtencis  itself  when-ver  a  loyal 
Protestant  Uriton  is  to  be  found,  to  the 
remotest  corners  of  the  globe,  for  the  esab- 
lishtnent  of  Protestant  laith  and  Hritish 
liberty  to  the  latest  age  of  posterity.
